F. of L. unit, and the newly-formed 
CIO transport workers union we<*e 
feared today as Pittsburgh's truck 
war continued in high gear.

item.

principle of parole Is here to stay, 
but that the adm inistration of par­ 
ole must be radically improved in 
m any places. 
“The greatest abuses in the ad­ 
m inistration of parole arise out of 
the prem ature release of prisoners,” 
Judge Schaeffer continued. 
“W hen 
politics 
or 
unscrupulous 
crim inal 
lawyers can procure the release of 
real crim inals, of course, such re­ 
lease will alm ost inevitably result 
in another parole failure . . . ”
